Furnish Rubber Dock Bumpers as manufactured by Durable 
Mat Company, Norwalk, Ohio and Santa Clara, California. 

Resilient rubber material of bumpers must be Rubberized- 
Fabric Truck Tires cut to uniform size pads, either 
4 1 / 2 " x 10" or 4 V 2 " x 12", and punched to receive 3 4" 
supporting rods. 


All Bumpers must be 4 V 2 " thick (stand-out from dock) 
and closed with two 3" x 2 V 2 " x 14" structural angles 
under approximately 1,500 pounds pressure. Angles 
must be welded to 3 A" rods at one end and closed with 
threaded rod and nut at the other end. Anchor leg of 
angle must extend 2 V 2 " beyond rubber surface at either 
end and contain either two or three anchor bolt 

holes. (See drawings above).
